The City Council got the citizen input 
it asked for last night when around 60 
citizens showed up at the Lompoc 
Library to hear and contribute ideas on 
how the city should spend $18 million in

members of the Lompoc 
Planning Commission. Councilman Art 
Scott 
and 
Planning 
Commissioner 
William Paulin were absent 
Ed Hayworth of the consulting firm of 
Hayworth, Anderson and Lafer outlined 
the federal program to a local citizen 
turnout he later called very high 
Hayworth's five-person, Santa Ana 
firm is slated to prepare the city’s 
detailed federal application for the 
grant funds and assist in drafting a 
community development plan required 
for grant approval The fee for this work 
will come to about $10,000 of the grant 
money 
Hayworth, a planner by profession, 
added that Lompoc ‘ has a darned good 
chance" to gather more money from the 
program than its $1 8 million basic 
allotment. 
Another $6 448 million in grant dollars 
is up for grabs in Santa Barbara County 
and county government and those of the 
county’s incorporated cities will be 
elbowing for it, the consultant said 
Local efforts which best fit the federal 
program's goals will win chunks of these 
"discretionary funds," he said Grant 
rules make the City of Santa Barbara 
too large to vie for the extra cash, 
Hayworth elaborated Since this leaves 
only three incorporated cities in the ball 
game besides Lompoc and the county 
government, 
the 
planner 
rated 
Lompoc's chances of coming out with at 
least some of the extra funds as very 
good 
The federal goals of the program are 
"the development of viable urban 
communities, including decent housing 
in a suitable living environment and 
expanding 
economic 
opportunities, 
principally for persons of low and 
moderate income,” according to the 
Community Development Act of 1974 
itself 
Lompocans last night varied on what 
needed local projects could be classed 
under this heading The council listened 
to the proposals without trying to pass 
on 
their 
eligibility 
under 
grant 
guidelines. Hayworth informed that 
grant funds could also be used to 
indirectly fund projects ineligible under 
the act by freeing general fund cash 
from eligible projects so they could be 
spent on ineligible ones 
Mary Lou Parks of 229 South First 
Place began the recommendations by 
urging that some of the cash be 
harnessed to buy the senior citizens 
"Hospitality House" at 217 West Maple 
Ave. for a permanent city senior 
citizens center. She said the Community 
Action Commission now operates the 
center on a seven day per week basis, 
providing a realm of services to seniors 
but using the house only with the 
permission of the Santa Barbara County 
Housing Authority. 
Chet Adams of Lompoc followed with 
a call for "transportation for everyone"

as a goal for some of the money. He

Rennie Adam of 307 South H St said 
he felt downtown revitalization in the 
central city area is an appropriate and 
needed use for the funds.

Park 
Alvin Bell of North Daisy Avenue and 
Col C H Reynolds of 306 South G St. 
recommended that some of the dollars 
be put to work to further alleviate city 
flood control problems. Reynolds cited a 
need for drainage facilities in the west 
side of town, not completely served by 
the Lefkowitz Storm Drain System. 
Leroy Scolan of North G Street drew 
light applause when he urged that the 
council avoid spending more than one 
per cent of the city’s grant returns on 
outside consulting help "Certainly we 
should not spend these funds for 
consultants’ services," Scolari said.

Barnes suggested that the city could use 
the money to purchase some of the 
larger lots around town and go into the 
housing business with the aim both to

Alberta Morgan, a council candidate 
m the March 4 election, suggested the 
funds be spent for “ programs for the 
youth and aged." 
Carl Murphy of 1601 Berkeley Dr. 
urged the panel to spend the funds 
paying bills and avoid embarking on new 
programs that will cost the city more 
money. 
"This is so fantastic, it’s unreal,” 
voiced John Skov of 1100 North A St., 
referring to the entire grant program. 
Skov said he wondered why the grants 
are available at all when the country is 
already half a trillion dollars in debt 
and this is what causes inflation in the 
first place. 
Lompoc Mayor E.C. Stevens said the 
council would consider along with other 
proposals, spending some of the grant 
funds on a needed water storage tank 
and pipe lines and needed improvements 
to the city landfill area. 
Costs for these projects were cited by 
the council as reasons behind recent 
water and garbage collection rate hikes 
of 16 and 34 per cent. 
Hayworth summarized that the grant 
program offers "a tremendous number 
of options." He expressed the view, 
though, that the big problem will not be 
coming up with worthy undertakings; it 
will be winnowing down city projects to 
two, three or at most four. $1.8 million, 
he indicated, really isn't that much 
money. 
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Tax cut plan highlights 


State of Union message 


WASHINGTON <UPl> - President 
Ford conceded today that "the state of 
the union is not good" and asked 
Congress 
for 
an 
antirecessionary 
permanent tax cut of $16 5 billion a year 
for individuals on top of an immediate 
$12 billion tax rebate 
Delivering his first State of the Union 
address, Ford outlined a new economic 
program designed to end America’s 
dependence on foreign oil by 1985 while 
easing the immediate problem of a 
worrisome 
recession 
which 
has 
overshadowed 
his 
concern 
with 
inflation 
"The emphasis of our economic 
efforts must now shift from inflation to 
jobs, " he said 
Ford admitted his program was 
inflationary and would raise the national 
debt to $500 billion over the next two 
years. 
He then outlined a daring program to 
raise the price of fuel through taxes and 
added costs by $55 billion to discourage 
consumption 
while 
stimulating 
the 
economy 
with 
tax 
cuts for 
both 
individuals and business. He asked 
Congress to enact it by April 1. 
To the packed House where he served 
25 years, Ford recalled a time shortly 
after he took office as a freshman 
congressman 
26 
years 
ago 
when 
President Harry S. Truman reported to 
Congress that the state of the union was 
good 
"Today, that freshman member from 
Michigan stands where Mr. Truman 
stood and I must say to you that the state 
of the union is not good," Ford said in 
his prepared message. 
"Millions of Americans are out of 
work," he said. "Recession and inflation 
are eroding the money of millions more. 
Prices are too high and sales are too 
slow " 
Ford's aides said his new program 
would raise the cost of living by 2 per 
cent a year. 
Taxes and tariffs would add $30 billion 
to fuel costs and the ripple effect in 
higher prices for things made from pe­ 
troleum and electricity or fueled by 
them would add another $25 billion a 
year to the prices Americans pay, 
according to L. 
William Seidman, 
Ford’s economic coordinator. 
In addition, Seidman said, the $950 the 
average family spends for gasoline, 
home heating and electricity would rise 
by $250 to $1,200 
As a "refund,” Ford also proposed a 
$10 billion reduction in taxes paid by 
businesses — $4 billion in a tax credit for 
firms which expand and modernize and 
$6 billion in a permanent reduction of 
the corporation income tax rate from 48 
to 42 per cent. Oil companies, however, 
would be subject to a new tax on 
windfall profits to prevent them from 
reaping undue gain from the nation’s 
energy troubles. 
For individuals, tax rates would be cut 
by $16.5 billion or an average of 12.6 per 
cent, 
with low and middle-income 
families enjoying nearly half of the total 
savings. 
A family of four with a taxable income 
of $10,000 in 1975 would pay $518 in 
federal income taxes instead of $867, a 
saving of $349 Those earning more or 
less than $10,000 would get a smaller cut. 
This tax cut would be on top of the 
proposal Ford disclosed Monday night in 
a television address to the nation. It 
called for a 12 per cent rebate on income 
taxes due on 1974 earnings, to be paid in 
May and September and with a max­ 
imum rebate of $1,000 for wealthy 
taxpayers. 
Democrats criticized the plan as too 
generous to the wealthy but generally 
welcomed the idea of a tax cut to 
stimulate the economy. 
In addition, Ford proposed tax savings 
of up to $150 for those who insulate their 
homes or buy storm windows. 
The President asked Congress to call a 
moratorium on — and vowed to veto 
—any new spending programs, warning 
the deficit in any event will reach $30 
billion this fiscal year and probably $45 
billion —a peacetime record —in the 
fiscal year which starts July 1. 
To save money, Ford asked for a law 
holding to 5 per cent the automatic cost 
of living increase that is to be paid in 
July to 30 million Americans receiving 
Social Security. They are due to get 
about 12 per cent and Democrats are 
hostile to the idea of giving less. 
On the energy front, officials said 
Ford’s plan would raise the price of

gasoline by 10 cents a gallon But other 
administration economists said it would 
be 15 cents more a gallon 
Ford said he will impose a gradually 
increasing tariff on imported oil that 
would reach $3 a barrel on April 1 He 
can do this by executive order without 
congressional approval 


He asked for a $2 a barrel excise tax 
on domestic oil and on imported oil. The 
excise tax on imported oil would replace 


the tariff upon its enactment. 


The President said he would decontrol 
old’ oil —from wells that produced 
before the 1973 embargo —and allow the 
price to rise from the controlled price of 
about $6 a barrel to the world price of 
nearly $11 a barrel. He also proposed 
removal of price controls on natural gas. 
Both plans are sure to stir fights from 
the Democratic Congress. 
Ford said his plan would "make us 


invulnerable to cutoffs of foreign oil." 
"It will require sacrifices," he said

Ford's proposals to be split 
for action; tax cut priority 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Rep 
A1 
Ullman, D-Ore., acting chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, said 
today President Ford’s economic and 
energy package will be split into 
"parcels" and considered individually 
with an immediate tax cut getting top 
priority. 
Senate Republican leader Hugh Scott 
immediately criticized Ullman for being 
too "leisurely," especially on energy 
proposals He also said Ford wants the 
Congress to act on his economic and 
energy proposals at the same time. 
Ullman said he has set a target of 
March 1 for reporting a tax-cut measure 
—probably totaling $15 billion to $17 
billion —to the House floor. 
"The immediate urgency is to get a 
tax-relief bill passed at the earliest 


possible moment in the Congress,” 
Ullman said 
He said his timetable calls for taking 
Ford’s program and "divide it into 
parcels" with energy coming after 
taxes. 
"It is my hope that we can get the 
energy package in another two months 
passed in the House," he said. "And at 
that time we will move to the permanent 
tax reform package that has to be 
passed this year also." 
Scott said the President "does wish 
the energy program and the economic 
program to be acted upon together." 
He said Ullman "seems to be more 
leisurely" than he would like on the 
programs. 
Scott 
said 
that 
under 
Ullman's timetable the economic bill 
would not be entirely through Congress 


until May and the energy legislation 
until September. 
"I don’t think the energy crisis can 
wait that long," Scott said 
Ullman, Scott and Rep. Morris Udall, 
D-Ariz , all voiced support today for 
Ford’s recommendation that Congress 
give him standby gasoline rationing 
authority. 
"If the President will present a 
program for rationing, I think the House 
and Senate will go with it," Udall said. 
All three lawmakers were interviewed 
on the NBC Today Show before Ford 
delivered his State of the Union message 
to Congress. 
The 94th Congress convened Tuesday 
in a spirit of bipartisan friendliness, but 
the mood lasted only briefly. 
Soviets reject trade pact 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - In a major 
setback to U.S.-Soviet relations, the 
Russians Tuesday night rejected a new 
trade agreement because Congress 
demanded 
the 
Kremlin 
permit 
increased emigration of Jews and other 
dissidents. 
"The administration regrets this turn 
of events,” said Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger at a hastily called 
news conference. But he emphasized 
communications 
from 
Moscow 
indicated no danger to world peace or 
disruption of detente. 
"All the communications we have 


received from the Soviet government 
seem to suggest that the political 
orientation is unchanged, and we will 
conduct our policy until we receive 
evidence to the contrary on the basis of 
carrying forward the policy of detente,” 
said Kissinger. 
Soviet leaders had publicly attacked 
the emigration demand by Congress as 
meddling in Russia’s internal affairs. 
In officially repudiating the trade 
agreement, recently passed by Congress 
and signed by President Ford, the 
Soviets 
apparently 
will 
refuse 
to 
continue payments to the United States 


on its $700 million World War II debt. 
The Soviets agreed in 1972 to pay back 
the money over a period of years as part 
of its new "most favored nation" 
trading status with the United States. 
There was no immediate indication of 
what the cancellation would mean to 15 
American firms —ranging from banks 
to computers, chemicals and tractors 
—located in the Soviet Union. 
An American trade official said in 
Moscow that the Russian move probably 
will mean at least a slowdown, if not an 
end, to expansion of U.S. trade in the 
Soviet Union. 
Trustees probe use of bus matron

School trustees yesterday agreed to 
take another look at previously rejected 
requests by parents for the stationing of 
matrons on buses carrying handicapped 
children. 
The review was spurred by parents 
who charged that events surrounding an 
accident involving one of the buses and a 
private car demonstrated the need to 
employ bus matrons. In a letter to the 
board the parents said they should have 
been notified of the accident on Dec. 5, 
but were not and learned about the 
incident only indirectly. 
The board heard a report by Joe 
Carlin, 
district 
business 
manager 
indicating the accident was minor and 
that there were no injuries. Carlin 
conceded that a snafu at the staff level 
caused short circuiting of procedures 
for notifying the destination school of 
the accident. 
Further investigation will be made 
into revelations that at least one of the 
bus’s four passengers suffered minor 
injuries. 
However, the board’s decision to 
explore 
the 
parents’ 
request 
was 
spurred principally by the observation 
that the $11 a day the district paid one 
mother 
to 
transport 
her 
own 
handicapped child would go a long way 
toward hiring a matron for the bus. A 
matron would satisfy questions of safety 
and make it possible for all handicapped 
children to ride the bus. That was the 
speculation.

W a t e r g a t e 
investigations He says he told 
the White House, “ Noway!” 
“There were all kinds of 
suggestions that we interfere 
with Jaworski, that we do this 
and do that,” Saxbe told UPI in 
an 
interview. 
“They came 
pretty thick and fast at first.” 
Saxbe said he was able to 
“dodge all those bullets ” He 
did not comply with a single 
request and the calls tapered 
off after two months. 
Sometimes, Saxbe said, he 
turned 
the 
requests 
aside, 
saying he would “think about 
it,” then do nothing At other 
times, he said, he told the 
caller, “No way!” 
The phone calls and sugges­ 
tions began, Saxbe said, after 
he took office as attorney 
general 
last 
January. 
He 
refused to say what specifically 
he was to do. But he said he 
believed all were instigated by 
Nixon himself and they bore an 
“ implied” threat that he might 
lose his job if he did not 
comply. 
“I haven’t talked about this 
and I don’t want to get into it 
too much,” Saxbe said during 
the lengthy interview, given as 
he leaves the Justice Depart­ 
ment to become ambassador to 
India 
Saxbe would not say who the 
callers were or what authority 
they had. UPI has learned 
independently that they were 
former Gen. 
Alexander M 
Haig, Nixon’s former chief of 
staff, and J. Fred Buzhardt, for 
a time the President’s chief 
Watergate 
lawyer. 
Neither 
could be reached immediately 
for comment. 
Congress, Saxbe said, gave 
Jaworski a “charter” protect­ 
ing him from White House 
interference without approval 
of 
the 
House 
and 
Senate 
leadership, arising from the 
presidential dismissal of his 
predecessor, Archibald Cox 
Jaworski, reached by tele­ 
phone in his Houston law office, 


confirmed Saxbe had never 
interfered but always cooperat­ 
ed when asked He said he had

Cripples get 
no pity from 
DickWoit

CHICAGO — (NEA) — You have to 
hate Dick Woit before you can love him 
In fact you have to hate Dick Woit 
while you love him 
Dick Woit, physical director at the 
Lawson YMCA here, is a half-breed. 
Half Oral Roberts, half Attila the Hun. 
A fellow named Stevie would eagerly 
agree Two years ago, at age 19, Stevie 
was brought by his father to the place 
where Woit holds his incredible exercise 
classes. The room, just off the gym, is 
small, barracks green and undeniably 
odoriferous. 
Stevie clumped in with two canes and 
leg braces. He had suffered spinal 
deterioration. Physical therapists and 
acupuncturists had given up on him He 
was giving up on himself. Woit was the 
last resort. 


Woit looked Stevie over. Suddenly, 
Woit kicked away the canes; Stevie 
staggered and flailed "Fall down and 
you ain’t got the guts for my classes,” 
hollered Woit. 
Stevie grabbed the wall. 
Didn t fall. 


Stevie became a regular, happily 
taking the verbal abuse that is showered 
upon all of "W oit’s Warriors” — the 


names printed on the T-shirts that they 
wear proudly, like badges of courage. 
Familial and ethnic pejoratives are 
the sweetest phrases Woit intones to his 
chorus 
of 
grunters. 
Ignominious 
physical castigations are his staples. 
• But he is as dedicated a physical 
therapist and psychologist as he is a blue 
linguist. 
He took great pains, 
for 
example, with Stevie. After several 
months, Woit told Stevie to run around 
the gym. Stevie was incredulous. So 
were the six middle-aged men, including 
two doctors, exercising in the room. 
But Stevie began the painful trek, 
stumbling, groaning, wobbling against 
the wall, being lashed onward by Woit’s 
ready voice. "You’ll never do it, you 
bum.” Stevie went down one side, then 
across the gym, then finally back up. 
As he excruciatingly neared 
the 
exercise room the six men watching 
with tears in their eyes began to softly 
applaud. 
Then the men returned to their class, 
one of eight Woit daily conducts. It is a 
40-minute regimen of situps, pushups, 
weightlifts and sprints. Fast, faster, 
many more. Woit does everything with 
them to gain their respect. 


In order for his body to accept such 
activity, Woit had to lose nearly 50 
pounds, going from a solid 170 pounds on 
his 5 foot 7 frame to a solid — it’s true — 
120 pounds. He rarely eats a full meal 
and seems to survive nicely on fruit 
juices, vitamin pills and, his vice, candy 
bars. 
The men in his class range from 
businessmen to pro athletes. They 
include men who first came because 
they were overweight or overwrought or 
ailing. 
Gale Sayers, once the great running 
back of the Chicago Bears, had come to 
Woit after suffering his first knee injury 
in 1968 Sayers credits Woit, the reddish­ 
haired, dedicated martinet, with helping 
him return to football the following 
season, in which he led the N FL in 
rushing. 
Bob Love and Chet Walker of the 
Chicago Bulls basketball team have 
gone through the Woit route, as well as 
Dick Gordon, 
Bobby Douglass and 
George Seals of the Bears. 
Once, Sayers brought up Willie Davis, 
then all-pro defensive end for the Green

Heads All-Rookie Team 
Woods: a big bargain

SAN DIEGO, Calif. - (NEA) 
- Don Woods, who could be the 
biggest $100 bargain in pro 
football 
history, 
today was 
named the winner of the Bert 
Bell Memorial Trophy as the 
rookie of the year in the 
National Football League. 
The 
award, 
instituted by 
N ew sp ap er 
E n ter p r ise 
Association in 1964, caps a 
sensational year by the 23-year- 
old running back of the San 
Diego Chargers 
He didn’t join them until 
three days before the season 
opened in September, after 
being waived by the Green Bay 
Packers. Although he missed 
almost all of the first two 
games, and was held out of 
another 
later 
in 
the 
year 
because of 
injury, the tall 
elusive speedster gained 1,162 
yards rushing, the second best 
total in the NFL. 
He 
was also his team’s 
second leading pass receiver, 
with 26 catches for 349 yards, 
and led the Chargers in scoring 
with 10 touchdowns 
Equally amazing, he had 
never been a running back 
before he came into the pros. 
Don played three years at New 
Mexico 
Highlands 
as 
a 
quarterback, 
throwing 
24 
touchdown passes. When that 
school dropped football, he 
transferred to the University of 
New 
Mexico 
and 
led 
the 
nation's 
quarterbacks 
in 
running. The Packers drafted 
him in the sixth round last 
winter. He sparkled early in 
training 
camp 
After 
the 
Packers inexplicably put him 
on waivers, he was claimed by 
San Diego for $100 because his 
college coach, Rudy Feldman, 
had just joined the Chargers' 
staff. 
Woods is a quiet man, but his 
running speaks for itself. He is 
6 foot 1 and over 200 pounds and 
has the instinctive ability to 
accelerate 
at

moment. As a running back, he

of 
such 
previous 
rookie-of-the-year dinners as 
Charley Taylor (the original 
Bert Bell winner who has since

He had to run out the 
rear door onto the conveniently placed 
fire escape, where he collapsed 
Woit, 42, was himself a pro football 
player, with the Detroit Lions in 1954 
and 1955, until he suffered a concussion 
that ended his running back career He 
never forgot, though, how important 
physical conditioning is, especially when 
you’re a 5 foot 7 ,170-pound pro.

On-location grass may look greener 
but Hollywood is TV’s safe backyard

SAN DIEGO, Calif - (NEA) 
— This has been a curious TV 
season but, then, TV seasons 
have all been curious lately. 
Maybe this one, however, is 
even more curious than usual. 
To 
beat 
Hollywood 
economics, a lot of shows 
elected to film on location but 
many of those experiments 
have already failed — Born 
Free sank in Africa, Paper 
Moon set in the Midwest and 
Nakia went under in New Mex­ 
ico. 
And, here in San Diego, they 
were about to call it quits on 
Harry 0. The show hasn’t been 
cancelled but the experiment of 
filming it all on location here 
has been axed. They were 
shooting their last episode here 
and they were about to fold 
their tents and move back north 
to Hollywood 
They were shooting at a 
beautiful spot, the Jamul 
Ranch, about 40 miles east of 
San Diego. Weather conditions 
and topography have combined 
to create an area here that is 
reminiscent of New England 
The ranch house they were 
using was sprawling, large, 
evidently fairly modern. It 
belongs, David Janssen said, to 
some wealthy quarter-horse 
people. (A quarter-horse, the 
old gag has it, is one with two 
bits in his mouth.) 
David Janssen and Joanna 
Pettet were making tentative 
love in the ranchhouse 
playroom, a huge, sunny place 
decorated with deer and buffalo 
heads and mounted fish. There 
were rifles stuck on the deers’ 
antlers. 
“The biggest private detec­ 
tive work I do every week,” 
Janssen said, ‘‘is trying to 


figure out our scripts.’ 
Ttiey finished one scene and 
director David Duke said. 
‘ How are the script writers 
coming along?” 
He wasn’t kidding. Behind his 
remark is one reason why the 
show has elected to cut out the 
location business and take itself 
back to the comfort and securi­ 
ty of a Hollywood studio. 
David Janssen explained the 
situation on this show and why 
they were waiting around 
between scenes. 
“ We had a meeting a few 
days ago,” he said, ‘‘and 
everybody agreed that a six- 
page scene we have here need­ 
ed to be rewritten. Well, we’re 
ready to shoot that scene now 
and the new pages haven’t 
gotten here yet. 
“ Maybe if I was in Los 
Angeles I could find out who 
was responsible Maybe not — 
they're all pretty good at cover­ 
ing up. But at least up there I 
could put some pressure on the 
writers. Here I ’m just stuck.” 
So they wandered around the 
ranch, looking at the horses, 
drinking coffee, waiting for the 
words to come they would have 
to put on film. 
The decision already had 
been made to move Harry 
Orwell, the man and the show, 
back to Los Angeles. It would 
mean a few words of explana­ 
tion in the script, a cast change 
(Henry Darrow, the San Diego 
policeman, would be replaced 
by Anthony Zerbe, as a Los 
Angeles policem an) but 
otherwise life for Janssen 
would go on as ever. 
“ I don't think the locale real­ 
ly matters that much.” he said. 
“ What really matters are the 
scripts. If we have good scripts, 
the setting can be anywhere.

Exit 
Reagan? 


Ronald Reagan is suddenly no longer 
Governor of California But unlike many 
evangelists who experienced office, he 
has 
instantly 
taken 
on, 
or 
rather 
resumed, 
a 
career 
as 
a 
political 
preacher 
He 
is 
manifestly 
not 
disillusioned by his experience, though 
perhaps he was frustrated by it And his 
interest 
in 
his 
ideas 
survives his 
exercise of power When John Lindsay 
became Mayor of New York City he was 
the great prophet of a new metropolitan 
dream 
When he left New York City 
eight years later, he went off to Europe 
I think he is back, but that is a surmise 
Certainly 
he 
is 
not 
a 
brooding 
omnipresence in urban politics. Not 
even an omnipresence. 
By contrast, Ronald 
Reagan, 
though the 
stadium is empty, the 
flags furled, the fires 
doused, is still jogging 
around 
the 
track 
There are those who 
b eliev e 
that 
his 
industry is directly re­ 
lated to his desire to 
sit in the White House 
Without denying that 
the desire is there 
(and I share i t i t is also true that 
before it entered anyone’s mind that he 
should run for Governor of California, 
he was doing the same kind of thing he is 
doing now Talking to people, explaining 
his views on politics Now he has added 
radio and television programs, and a 
newspaper column Moreover, he is all 
the more confident about what he says 
having served as the Governor of the 
largest state in the union. 
“Clearly,” Mr. Charles D. Hobbs, a 
scholarly 
young 
writer 
and 
public 
affairs student who worked on three of 
Reagan's Task Forces, has written m a 
long article, “California and Reagan are 
parting friends, and the consensus, 
except at the raveled fringes of the 
political 
fabric, 
is that 
both have 
profited, but the state more so, from 
their eight-year association. California 
enters 1975 with a constantly decreasing 
welfare population receiving constantly 
increasing benefits; with financially and 
technically sound energy and water 
supply 
system s; 
with 
enforced 
environmental standards that are both 
lowering air and water pollution and 
preserving an extraordinary range of 
recreational 
opportunities; 
With 
a 
superb highway system that has become 
an orderly segment of an integrated 
transportation system responsive to 
both state and local needs; with $1 
billion in property tax relief funds 
disbursed 
each 
year 
to 
local 
governments; 
with 
no 
more 
state 
employes than eight years ago, even 
though m that time state spending has 
doubled 
and 
state 
services 
have 
multiplied; with a public university 
system in which teaching, learning, and 
research 
have 
replaced 
violent 
confrontation 
and 
preparation 
for 
armed revolution; and with a $500- 
million 
budget 
surplus 
to 
buffer 
California against the coming hard 
tim es.” 
Mr. Hobbs has criticisms of Reagan 
He learned, for one thing, that Reagan 
was 
altogether 
trusting 
of 
his 
subordinates, and good-natured on the 
matter of bringing the recalcitrant to 
heel. He sensed an antagonism to him 
from the University, but was perhaps 
over philosophical about it. Reagan 
became Governor not long after the 
chancellor of the university system had 
yielded effective power to a small group 
of rowdy student and faculty radicals. 
Reagan did not attempt, after a few bad 
experiences, 
to 
continue 
to 
speak 
directly 
to 
the 
moderate 
students. 
M ostly, 
he 
stayed 
aw ay. 
Yet 
significantly, 
a 
warmth 
developed 
among many college students to Reagan 
towards the end, as for instance when 
the 
students 
at 
Davis 
recently 
applauded him after a rally They saw in 
him those pristine qualities which are 
suddenly in vogue: candor, honesty, and 
a devotion to principle. 
Here was Reagan’s hairshirt, and no 
one put it better than he when he 
remarked, only a few months ago, “I 
have also learned that politics, which is 
often 
called 
the 
second 
oldest 
profession, has a great similarity to the 
f i r s t .” 
N o tw ith sta n d in g 
the 
compromises 
necessary 
in 
politics, 
researcher Hobbs concludes flatly: “In 
my research and experience there is no 
instance 
in 
which 
(Reagan) 
has 
compromised his principles for personal 
or political gain.” 
My own judgment is that Reagan was 
hurt, towards the end, by what grew to 
be an apparently unreasoned loyalty to 
the thesis that Richard Nixon had done 
no wrong. Party loyalty is understood. 
But 
an 
intransigent 
loyalty 
is 
an 
expression less of devotion to friends 
and party, than a deafness to impurities 
which, if they are unchecked, can bore 
holes in the hull of the entire enterprise, 
and sink it. Richard Nixon came very 
close to doing that; indeed, it is by no 
means to be taken for granted that the 
Republican Party as such will survive. 
But 
whatever 
regrouping 
there is, 
Ronald Reagan will figure in it, in the 
place of prominence he has earned.
